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ABSTBACT 

South Carolina Coaaission on Higher Education, 
established by Act 194 of the General Asseably in 1967, was created 
as the agency of the state governaent specializing in higher 
education. The coaaission 's priaary concern is the strengthening of 
all the state institutions of higher learning, to the end that 
quality education and training beyond high school aay be available to 
every citizen vho desires it and can be eipected to profit froa it. 
Iz is a coordinating body that aust rely priaarily on logical 
persuasion to gain cooperation and support. Soae coaaission 
activities outlined in this report are: (1) Changes in Coaaission 
Structure and Personnel; <2) Federally Funded Prograas; (3) South 
Carolina Postsecondary Education Planning Coaaission (the 1202 
Coaaission); Prograa Approvals; (5) In-Service Teacher Training; (6) 
Hedical and Health Education; <7) The Acadeaic Coaaon Market; (8) 
Tvo-year Postsecondary Education; (9) Enrollaents; (10) Student 
Assistance Prograas; (11) Student Besidency; and (12) Higher 
Education Manageaent Inforaation Systea. Tables are included vith the 
text. Appendixes cover topics such as: (1) total degree awarded, July 
1, 1973 to June 30, 1974; (2) degree origins, by college of 
professional eaployed in South Carolina Public Colleges; and (3)

The Ooininissious primary cunwni is th(' stren^theuiug of all thu 
Static's iustitutiuiis of higher leamiug, t() the end that (]uality t^du- 
Vkition and traininfi;: hi vond higli !$duH)I may be availabii^ to i^wry 
uti/vu who ik'^ins it and caii hv expected to profit from it. It is a 
4 uorduuiting biKly which must rely primarily on logical persuasion 
to i^ain cooperation and support. 

I'hi* functions of the Commission are determined by the General 
AsHciulity and include the following: 

I. To make studies regarding roles, operations, structure and 
extcrriid relations of South Carolina institutions of higher education. 

i To snhmit recommemhtiotis as may be desirable to the Budget 
jmd Control Uoard and General Assembly regarding policies^ pro- 
gnuns, curricula, facilities, administration and financing of the 
stati*-supported institutions of higher education. 

3. To receive and review the annual appropriation requests of tlie 
state-supported institutions of higlter education and submit recom- 
niendaticms to the Uudget and Control Board and the General 
Assembly. Capital budgets also are reviewed by tho Connnission. 

4. To approve all tww programs before tl»ey are undertaken by 
any state-supported institution of higher education unless approved 
by the General Assembly. 

5. To administer certain federal programs authorized by the 
Higher Education Act of 1965 as amendtd» including Community 
Service and Continuing Education under Title I, Equipment for 
Undergraduate Institutions under Title VI, and Construction of 
Undergraduate Facilities under Title VII. 

The activities outlined in this report are major, complex, and 
timi' consuming in nature, administered by a staff which is small 
in wmparison to other states. In adiUtion to the major functions 
mentioneii above, the Commission staff answers inquiries from the 
State and nation on our institutions of higher learning, provides 
brief reports on higher education for members of the General 
AssiMubly and the Governor, and cooperates with other national 
iuul regional higluT eilucation agencies.

Undergraduate Facilities under Title VIL l*liese functions are 
described in inore detail elsewhere in this report. 

The C'onunisston was saddened by the death of Mr. John K. 
C.'autfien. its first chainnan, on December 18, 1973. As chainnan 
of the CiOvemors Advisorv* Committee on Higher Education, Mr, 
C.'authen was instrumental in the creation of the Conunission on 
Higher Kducation in 1967. The Conunission also regretted the 
drci^iim of Mr. .\lt*ster G. Furman« III to decline reappointment 
tipon the cHitupIetion of his term. Mr. Furman had served as a 
gulH'ni;itoriaI appointt*e since the ("onunission s inception* Covenior 
West app4>int<'d Mr. O. Stanley Smith, Jr. to serve the remainder 
of Mr. (^uithens term and Mr Alex M. Quattlebaum, who liad 
prev iously brrn an c.v officio representative of Clemson University, 
as sucu»ssor to Mr. Furman.

lliere were no funds appropriated for this program for Fiscal 
Vear 74. However, the ComptioUer General of the United States 
ruled on Marcli I t, 1974, that an appmprlation of fmid^ for this 
program was made in 1^)73 and that these fimds were available 
for obligation througtiout Fiscal Year 73. Consequently, pursuant 
to Sections 702 and 703 of Title VII, these fmids were available 
for use iluring the succeeding Fiscal \viK 1974. 

As a result. South Carolina was allocat hI $160,504 for the fund* 
ing of projects at institutions muler the jurisdiction of the State 
Board for Teclmical and Comprehensive Education and branches 
of the University of South Carolina, as well as $373,950 for the 
funding of projects at other postsecondary institutions. 

Appltc«itions for fumling were received for eleven institutions 
in tlu* public two-year c"ategor>' and twelve postsecx)ndar\' institu- 
tions that are not in the public two-year category. The summary of 
projects recommended for funding is as follows;

The Coiiuiiissioii ako udiniuisters federally fuii.luil special facili« 
ties related planning projects involving postsecondory institutions 
in the State, During 1972-73, Suutli Carolina was awarded a federal 
grant to conduct a project designed to provide a facilities inventory 
system which might be helpful to postsecondary institutions in the 
State in assessing facility reciuirements and in making space man- 
agerUil decisions, lliis project ' resulted in the development of a 
eon)prehenf»ive facilities inventory system wliicli meets all applicable 
retptirements of Higlier Eduuition Inventory and classification pro- 
cedures of the U. S. Offic*e of Education. The institutions under 
the jurisdicdon of the State Board for Technical and Comprehen* 
sive Education and the Private Colleges and Universities partici- 
pated in the project. Close coordination is l>eing maintained be- 
tween this system and the facilities component of the Commission's 
Management lufomiation System so as to eliminate duplicaticm 
of eflFort* 

During 1974, the system was utilized in generating a survey of 
buildinor condition, ownership, and year of construction as part of 
a national effort to assess the quality of space at postsccondaiy 
education institutions. It is expected that in the future the Higher 
Education Cieneral Information Survey of Facilities which is con- 
ducted by the U. S. Office of Education periodically will be ac- 
eoniplished for South Carolina institutions, by the Commission on 
Higher Education through the use of the facilities inventory system.

On March 1» 1^>74» the I'. S. Conunissioner of Education re- 
({uesteii the governor of each state to indicate his intention with 
regard to desin^iatiitg a 1202 CJonunission. Governor John C. West 
replied on April 16 to the 4*iFect that lie would designate the 
S<ntth CaroUna Conunission on Higher Kdncation with augnteated 
n)end)ership as the 1202 Connnission. On July 2i) Governor West 
issued an FAecutive Ordc*r estahhshing a 1202 Connnission com- 
posed of the followini;: all nicinbers of the South Carolina C!otn« 
mission on Higher Education* tlie State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion* the Chairman of the Advisory Council of Private College 
Presidents, and one rept siiitative from the proprietary sector of 
post-siXi)ndary education selected from a list of five nominated 
by the State Superint;,Mident of Education.* The Executive Order 
also dt siunated the executive din ctor of the Conunissitm on Higher 
Eilueatton as director of the 1202 Connnission- Staff support for 
tlie 1202 ("onnnission is provided by the Conunission on Higher 
Education. 

llie 1202 Connnission is a pknuiing agency. Section 1203 of the 
Ht$;hfr Education Act. as ameiulcd, authori/i^ grants to 1202 Com- 
missions fiir eon^prehensive. statewide planning. Funds reci*ived 
by the St.iti* 1202 (Jonnnission will help to defray the cost of the 
planning, i*tfort. A ci)py of Sections 1202 and 1203 is included as 
Appemh\ W.

Carolina* a cmnprehensivv plan designed to guide' our actions in 
postsecondary education for at liast the coming decadtj.** The 
Council further noted that it tloes not appear **that our State can 
afford furtlier dday in a thoroui;h analysis of all factors whicl? 
may be important in dflt^rnunin^ the role aud scope of hii^her 
educ*iition in the years ahead/* 

The ttiinprehensive postse<ondar>* educiition 1 plannini; winch 
will be arannplished under the auspices of the State's 1202 Coni- 
niisston will inchide the devtlopment of a long-rantje or master 
plan as recofuniended to the Comniission on Hi};her Education by 
tlu^A^ouncil of Presidents of Public Collt^ges and Universities.

Activity in review of propusifd lu vv programs increas»ed sub- 
^tiUatitiiiy ovi^r che last ye«ir, as the public iastittitioiis continued 
to nevk new ways to serve belter the uveds ot the Stiite and its 
people, i^urin^ the year endinu October 31, 1974, tb^ Coniinission 
i)n llij?her lidueulion approved a total of (yi new programs in the 
public institutions. One uvw doctorate, 10 new inasti^rs or first 
proiessional, and seven new baccalaureate decree programs wviv 
approved for the senior colleges and universitit^s.* The Commis- 
sion also approved prosranni at Clemson University, The (i^itadel, 
and VVinthfop College for Sixth-Year Certificates in Sctiool Ad- 
mini.sMation. In iiddition, the Commission approved 31 new as- 
sociate dei?ree programs and 11 diploma progiams hi tlie technical 
education centeis and tt chnieal cHille^es.

Thu C)ouuni>^ioii on Higher Dilucattoti continues to work with 
thti Stat^ l)i piiitUK nt of l^(Iucatii)ii au4 t\\v colle^t^s^ and uni>!ursitios 
to str<ii(4tl)4'n tlm piui^raiti ot in-^uivicu cclucution tor public ele« 
nu'utaty and st'conduiy school teachers. As a result ot an annura 
appropriation ht "di'velupfntiit of In-Service Teaching Trainini; 
rro*4ranisr the Connntssiun has been able to make grants which 
havt* enable d thousands of teachers and supervisors tliroughout the 
State to up'4raile their skills in critical areas of need. 

Durm^ the 1973*74 schoct yciir, tht* Couuntssion allocated $50,000 
to support the development of a pilot ETV course, "The Teacher 
as Nlanaijer'. The ci>urse, which is currently In'ini? broadcast 
thnnmhuut the state, is a ci)operative venture involving llie Citadc*!, 
Clenison tntversity, the College of Charleston, South Carolina 
State t:ol!eU4', the Univi^rsity of Si>uth Carolina and Wintlirop 
College. ICach of these institutions provided $6,000 towards this 
iHiursi* auil worked with the South Cimilina UTV network, which 
provided $14,000. to dt^vetop an outstanding production. Students 
can recc*ivi* undergraduate or graduate credit at any of tlic par« 
tidpating institutions* 

1 he remaining $30,000 of the appropriation was allocated by the 
(!onunission to assist public elementary* and sei*ondar>' school 
teachers in the specttie areas of reading and mathematic*s. Ten in* 
stitutions snbmittcd proposals totaling $111,670. lliese proposals 
were evahuited by tlie State Departuu*nt of Kduciition and the 
('onunission on Higher ICdttcation, which gave final approval to 
the five projects listed below;

cMiuUtiuits tinpustHl by the Coiiiiiiissiuu as st>t furtli m its 1974 
Aiuiudl Ui-pott, tho Uuivi'isity ot Suuth Carolina apphed for fund* 
iiii; trum the Wteruus AiUniuiiitratiou to establish a School of 
Mt'didtu; xmikt .tho provisions oi Public Law 92-34 (Vftt'rans 
Atlniiuiiitratiou Mt-diial School Assistanw and Health Moiipowcr 
Training Act of 1972). The 1974 Ck-neral Ajisunibly also api)ro. 
prlatcU $3914213 iis initial State fnndinti for 1974-75. f ho University 
of South Carolina was later named anton^ several institutions 
which were informally notified of the probability of federal fund- 
ing upon receipt of reasonable assurance of accreditation by the 
Joint Cimimission on Accreditation of the Anierican Medical As- 
soctalion and the *\ssoeiatio» of American Medical Colleges. 

In anticipation of federal funding and in prepiuratiou for the 
oixning of tlie second medical school in South Carolina, the Uni- 
versity appointed tlie medical scliool dean on October 1, 1974. 
Heasonable assurance of accreditation was received on October IS, 
1974. Department Chainnen are being recniited in tlie basic 
medical scienc«'S and the clinical sciences. Tlie Connnission on 
Higher Kducation has reconnnentled to the General Assembly a 
1975-76 State appropriation of $807,138 as the ntatdiing component 
for the federal funding anticipated from the Veterans Administra- 
tion. Federal funding is expected to continue over a seven-year 
period. 

Hu" Coiiunission on Higher Education is addressing the neutis 
of the Sti'te for trainetl health personnel at all levels. In tliis way, 
the tvpes of educational programs that are necessary and appro- 
priate will be iilentified and implemented. The objectives of the 
('oiiunission in health education will be accomplished through the 
Hcdth Education Authority of the Commission, establislied April 4, 
1974. 

Tlie Health Education Authority ^vill advise the Conmtission on 
Higher E<lucation on matters reLtting to liealtli education, acting 
uiKm the request of the Conmiission or its own initiative. No new 
pruuram of healtli education will be considered by the Conmiission 
until it has been reviewed by the Health Education Authority ami 
a reconnnendation submitted by the Authority to the Conunission 
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Tlu* ilealtli Luiuiatiun AuthoHty oi tla* CcHiitui^isiou on Higher - 
ICducMtton ifichulfji ri*pr(\s<ututives clcsi^nateil by major lu»aUh 
ituvncios, the* uiuvrrsitii's with iiiajoi hvalth pto^ratns» and other 
urt4tUii/(Uiuu*i as (leeined a{i|)rupnute. The iepri:;seniative fiuiu the 
( uMiuuHfiton on Higher tlchieatiun is the (.liuinuan uf the An- 
thi>rity, (;li*rieal and oilier essential support is provided by tho 
llornuttsston. 

Th«» tenn "lieultli eilneation" is inteipretetl to mean any oi^a* 
ui/t'd prumam oi in^itruetiou designed to train professional or 
para-pn)tVssional workers in fields related to Uie maintenance! of 
he.itth. or tt) the prevention or treatment of health disorders. Pro* 
grains in health edueatton nounally lead not only to a recognised 
uTtificatt* iu aeademic degree bnt are usually also pr4*rcM|ulsite to 
iertifti-ation or licensure by an appropriate state or national ho(h'. 

The School of Vuhlic Health at the University of South Carolina, 
authorized by tiie C^onmnssion on Higher Education for impleinen* 
tation in U>74«75, has !)een establisht*d and eurrieular options or 
niajoiH in seven fields heading to tlte degree of Master of Public 
Health (M.P.H.) have been approved (see footnote 3 iu tho 
section on Academic Programs in this Aaniml Report )« A dean has 
be(*n appointed and faculty connnittees are refining tlie curridar 
details. 

The Statetcide Mmter Phmnina Committee on Snrshifi Education 
has reviewe d several proposals for new nursing eelucation prouranis 
and has c<)utlucted a number of site visits. New approved nursing 
educatioUid programs, and other health-related programs which 
have been approved during the past year, are also listed iu the 
see tion on Program Approvals in tlUs Annual Hcpurt. 

HIE ACADEMIC COMMON MARKET 

The Academic Common Market is an interstate agreement, spon- 
.sored l>y the Southern Regional Education Board, for the pur^iosc 
of sharing academic programs at the post^iacealaureate* level. 
Partte tpatiug states have made arrangements, through the Market* 
for their residnits who iiualify for acbnission to enroll in Ki)ecific 
graduate programs in other states. Students so acUnittetl as Market 
students are required to pay only the in«statc tuition and fees 
riHpstred at the institution of choice, ratlier than the litgher out-of* 
state tuition and fees for wlikh titey would othcn\isc be liable* 
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The Coiunion Maikft ctiiicept ciuImxHus one of tho b^isic prin- 
ciples of the Southern Uei;iuual Kducatiun Compact— timl it 
wuuki be iifiptactitul for i*vt'ry state to attempt developinnit within 
its borc{i*is of clojjreu pro$(ranis iti uvtMy field of knowled|i{i*. 
Through thi* sliarin^ of iiimsual proj^ianis, tlio Market will assist 
ill eiiniinatiii); nc (*dh^ss duplicatitm of unusual programs. TuU utili« 
/atiou of the NLuki t is expected to provide access to degree pro* 
Urams necessary in fueeting the educational needs of citizens in 
the participating states. 

The Acad(*mic Common Market became operational in 1974-73, 
with 12 ot tltt> M member states of the SUICU participating. Cov-^ 
t»mor jfihn C. West, who servid as Chairman of the SUKB in 
1^73-74, supported tlu? concept ami the tieneral Assembly having 
tnaeted Act (1974) authorizing the state's participation, 

designated the Conunisvion on Higlier Education as the States 
agent for coordinating South Carolina's participation in the Market* 

Kach State participating in the Market designated tliose graduate 
programs in its doctoral-granting public instituions which it wished 
to make avtulable to residents of other States* Two general criteria 
We re used as guidehnes in suggesting these programs: 

{ I ) Kaeli must be somewhat unusual, in the sense that it is not 
commonly available in most of the SUED states, and 

(2) Kaeh nmst be able to accommodate additional students 
without the necessity of adding faculty, major items of 
tHpiipment, or facilities. 

I'rom these lists of eligible programs, each State selected tho 
proyrauis in other states which it wishcnl to make available to its 
rcMdrnts, nndi'r the ternw* of the Market, 

I rum the 12 participating States for 1974-75, a total of U8 pro- 
grams wrrt* nominatrd for inclusion. South Carolina nominated 
a total uf 10 prt>gratns at the three public univt*rsities — 13 at 
lllt tUMUi rniversity, two at the Medical University of Scnitli Caro- 
lina and oxu* at the l^iiversity of South Carolina. All hut three of 
these WiTe sclt*cted by at least one other participating state for 
tlM'ir residents. 

l)f the 102 progran)s offered by other States, South Carolina 
etuKe a total of 42 to l>e made available* for residents of the State* 
Souv of these is offered within the State. 
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TWO^YEAU rOSl SEtiONDAUY EDUCATION 



Duftu^ the Spriui;; ot 1971, The (Jonunissiun on Higher Educa* 
tiuu gave Oiiui appiwul to t\w luergt i* of the C^ohuubiu IVchnicul 
Kilucaliou C-ViUer, Mulluuds Technical Education Ci^nter, and 
Fahner i.ollege at CoUunbia into Midlands Tichnical College, a 
t\vo-cauipas institutiim. Nine new programs were approved for 
thif uiirtied institution and a condition of the Connnissions ap*» 
pn^val was that **no additional State funds are authorized in carry- 
ing out that nu»iiter ovi r and alM)ve the amount already authorsml 
for capital con^it ruction, and that temporary quarters located on 
t!aitrr and Eanrel Streets be phased out in not exceeding three 
years.** 

Approval w as also ^rantt*d for tlu* merger of BerkeU^y-Charleston- 
Dt)rciiester I'echnical Education Center and Pahner College at 
Cluirlestun into Tridt nt Technical Collei?e. Tlie opi^ration of two 
Ciitnpnses was approved *\vith the ccmdition tluit those canipuscH 
retnain at their present locations, and that there be no additions 
to or iidargenunt of the downtov^n ( Palmer) campus without prior 
approval of this Commission/* Twelve new programs were also 
approved for the new institution. 

Tiie statiLs of three regional canipus(*s of the University of South 
Carolina has also changed The Board of Trustees of the University 
fonually approved baccalaureate degree programs for the Coastal 
Carolina Regional Campus at Conway on September 21, 1974, 
7 Tlie Spartanburg Regional Campus has now met thi* statutory 
enrollment recpiirement for offering senior level courses and the 
Aiken Regional (Tampns has met the statutory enrollment refjuire- 
mt*nt for adding junior level courses. It is anticipated that the 
Spartanburg branch will request fonnal approval of baccalaureate 
df gree programs from the University s Board of Trustees in the 
near future*

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A uotiipari^uii atiil analysis ot the data in Tablo 3 witli siiuibr 
ilata (toin the previous year shows that fall full-time decree credit 
eiirotlmt'Ut at South Carolina universities^ eollej[;es» and technical 
institutions increased to 74,130 students in 1974, up by 7.2^^^ in 
one? year* 

Particularly significant growth was found in the regional cam* 
puses of the University of South Carolina and in the system of 
technical institutions under the iurisdietion of the State Hoard for 
Teelmical and Comprehensive Education. Tlie regional campust^s 
had a degree credit enrollment increase of 1,047 students, up by 
27.8%; till* teelmical institutions had a degree credit enrollment 
increase of 2,296, up by 25.7%» llie pu!)lic senior colleges and 
universities increased tlieir full-time eiurolhnents by 1,174 students 
for a gain. Overall, the public sector had a full-time degree 
credit enrollnunt increase of 4,317 students or 9.2%. 

Total full time enrollments in private senior colleges ;uul uni- 
versities increased by 451 students, a gain of 2.6%, while the total 
d<*gree cn*dit enrollments in private junior colleges remained steady* 
Overall, the private sector had a fuU*time degree credit increase 
of 447 students or 2.2%. South Carolina's combined growth of full* 
time degree credit studioits in public and private institutions from 
the fall of 11X73 to the fall of 1974 was 4,964 students or 7.2%.

Direct Stiile grants to 218 residents who elected to attend other 
out-of-state institutions were made in F\* 1973-74, compared to 
2;U such awards in the precvding fiscal year.

In 1973. tlie U. S. Supreme Court ruled that a state lias "the ri^ht 
to impose on a student as one element of demonstrating; bona fide 
resi<ience« a reasonable durational residency rc^}utrement, which 
can be met whilt* in student status", llie U. S. S; vnie Court 
subsec|uently uphe 1 a lower court rulint; that a one-year residency 
law for tuition purposes is constitutional* 

The C^neral Assembly in 1971 authorized exceptions to the re* 
cpiirement of twelve nnrnths domicile in South Carolina for cases 
involvinu full-time faeult>' and administrative employees of State 
institutions, members of the Anned Forces and Federal employees 
stationed in Soutli Carolina^ and at the discretion of the respective 
boards of trustees, students who are recipients of scholarship aid* 
In 1974, the Ceneral Assembly amended the 1971 law to authorize 
payment of in-state tuition and fet*s by persons domiciled in South 
Candina for less than twelve ntotiths wlio have full-time employ- 
nuiit in the State, a provision of significance to persons reeniited 
from out t)f state for fidl-time employment in South Carolina in- 
dustr>' and ((ovemment. 

The S. C. Code of l^aws provides that the boards of trustees 
shall preseril)e tuition and fees with the approval of the State 
Ihidurt and Control Board. Tlie provisions of the liw "shall not 
Ih' inmstruetl as reriuirint; unifonnity of (tuition and fees) at such 
State institutions nor shall they preclude a higlu>r scale for non- 
rc*sit!t nts of South Carolina^ Tlie Code also provides that the 
institutions ^'shall receive as students those applicants residing in 
the State in preference to those residing witliout", 

All public colleges and universities charge tuition and fees for 
ontM)f-state students that on the average total about twice that 
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paid by South Carolina re^idouts. ICaeh iiistitutiou has iuterual 
l>ru€Hiluit»s whervby its dt'cision to yhargo tuition and kes at tlkC 
uutMti«:»tHta rate may im upp^akd by a studc'ut.

Harly in 1961), thu Conunis^un on Higher Education and the 
public* wlio^es^ mid univi^rsitius agrml on Uiu uc't<d for a stattnvido 
system o{ nuiforni data identification and collection, reporting, 
budgeting and plainiing. Tiie five major categories, or files, of data 
to lie established wery students, faculty and staflF, facilities, coiyses 
and finance. HisponsihiUty for active development of the syston* 
was assigned by the M.I.S. Policy Conunittee (Presidents of the 
public institutions of higher education and the Connnission on 
lliglier Education Executive Director, ciiairmau^ to a M.I.S. Work- 
ing Conuaittee composed of the vice presidents for ; cademic and 
buMHc'^s alfairs, and other key executives (such as regtstriirs and 
instittitional research iUrectors) of the public colleges and unt- 
versities under the chairmanship of the As^stant Director for 
Financial Affairs. 

- The managemeiU information system for South Carolina institu* 
tions of higher education becanie operative in 1970. Comniencfng 
with ^iata for the fall semester of If)(^*70, the public colleges and 
universities and the Connnission on Higher ICduc>ation l)Ogan to - 
rtveive and use accurate, meaningful, comparable reports on stu- 
ih Ills, faculty and other essentials. By mid* 1971 the first phase of 
the managi tuent information systeu) was essentially complete. 
Nfanually prepared reports on actual data, by then covering two 
ai udemie years, became avaibble to the colleges and universities 
and to the Commission on Higher Education for study and analysis, 
including comparisons with similar information from other states 
to the extent obtainable, lliese included, for the first time, cHim* 
parable data on revenues by source and expenditures by fmiction. 
Ke|)orting of meaningful space analyses con^meiiced in late 1971. 
Anal\s«*<i of nun* teaching staff and student fees began in 1972»

.\ppendict*s E through V contain some sunnnaries and analyses 
of tiatu ctmtained in recent Connnission on Higher Education re- 
ports by the pubUc colleges and universities.

^ student chaiacteristics and fulbtime equivalent (PTE) enrollments

The HCiiHid pliasc ut hiijhcr education nianat^t^incnt tnionnution 
jjvstcm ilevrlupincnt requires coinputcrt/atiun. This bc^an when 
(illi) wan able to atid a ipjalificd it>ntputcri^ation (coordinator to 
iti» stalf. In the lall of 1^73, a sur\'cy oi the dej^ree of eoniputeriza- 
tion of the fuiuu^ensent inforniatiun system within the public 
colleges antl univeiMties was nitule. In February U)T4, the survey 
was published, aknuj with the followini; reconuiuitdations: 

I, D< velop a d»ita base incorporating the data eU tuents spedGed 
by the National (Center lor Higher lulucation Management 
Sy-f iHS (\CIIKMS) for faeulty/staff, students, c»<nirs>es, fi* 
:ianiv anil facilities. I'his will Ije a uniform data base to bo 
used by all institutions iu conjunction with or in replacement 
of tht ir presiTit diita bases, preferably the latter. The new data 
base will not include such data fdes as payroll eanUn^^s, ac- 
counts payable, accounts rec4*ivabk\ alumni, etc., but will be 
used in omjuuctton with them. The design and implementation 
shotdil hr performed in a c(K>perative maimer usint; the ex- 
pertise of all institutions, thereby elimiuatint; duplication of 
etfort.«i. I'he data base should hv designed to take advantage 
of cxistiui; data base mauai^cment software. 

2. 1)rsit4n and proj^raui a reporting svstem, inwludtng the present 
CHK n ports, which will starve the ntrds of both the Com- 
nussinn and all institutions. This system will in no way restrict 
the iuHtitutitms from developing additional reports to serve 
their iudiviilual nee<ls. By developing such a system one time 
ami malim! it available to all institutions, the duplication of 
ssstmi design and proqnunming cH>sts will be minimized. 

3. Iiuptenteut the NCIILMS products that can best be utilized 
in pr<»t;ram pluniini;, resource* allocations, cost finding, and 
stu(h'nt tlow within and among institutions and at the state 
level Cliltzaiiou of these products will permit development 
of actual proqram costs per student per institution, thereby 
allowing for iuH'rinstitutional and intrainstitutional analyses 
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which can result in budget forintiia refinement. Hie ac^iuisition 
and iniplenientation costs of these pfoduets will be minimal 
as eotnpared to the develoinuuntal cost. 

All institutions indicated a desire to participate in the recoin* 
nu'uded computerisation project* 

Work begcui on the ilevelopuunt of a Data Element Dicticmaiy 
in Marclit The dictionar>' was divided into Bve segments: course, 
facilities, faculty/stalF, finance and student. Conunittees were ap- 
|)ointed for tMch segment, consisting in each case of a representative 
from each institution and the Conmiission. llie primary res|xmsi- 
bitity of these committees was to identify and define those data 
elements that were connnou among the uine public senior c«olleges 
and universities. Tlie Data Element Dictionary was published and 
distributed in June. Tlie dictionary includes not only data element 
definitions but also the liierarchial structure (frame work) of the 
data base. 

A scheilule for ctjmpletion of the reporting system (recommenda* 
tion 2) and adoption of NCHEMS prmlucts (recommendation 3) 
was prepared in July. Computerization of the reporting system is 
expected tt) be ct>nH>kted in the spring of 1975. Initial implementa* 
tion of selected NCHEMS producis is scheduled for tlie summer 
of 1975. 

COMPUTER ADVISORY COf iMITTEE 

The Computer Advisory Committee, conceived and sponsored 
by CHE, had its first meeting in late 1969, Tlie Committee is 
c«>mprised primarily of the computer center directors of the nine 
public cnllegi'S and universities, chaired by the Assistant Director 
for Financial AiFairs. Its adopted charter follows: 

The Computer Advisory Committee is organized within 
the Commission on Higher Education to foster Uie growth 
of computer usage in higlier education, both public and 
private, in South Carolina. The Committee is a coordinate 
tng, rather than a controlling, agency for computer usage, 
fimctioning primarily as a l>ody to improve communica- 
tions among the State's universities and colleges. In par- 
ticular, it is to ( 1 ) provide a fontm for regular discussion 
of mutual problems, (2) communicate the needs of in- 
stttutions to the Commission and advise the Commission 
on all computer-related matters^ (3) review institutional 
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pUms (or aMiuisitioii ui iuiiiiputcr lianUvaro and software, 
ami (4) enoiuragu imitmil coopcratiou aiiiuiig itistituUotis 
iti sudi i\m\s as di.*vrlo|)iiunit of cuiupatiblo progratm and 
data fi^rniati^, cHxirdinaHun of toug-rangu plans* and study 
of joint coHiputur faulitit'S and systc^nis. 

The i!oiuputt*r Advisory Connnitteu holds rc^gular incutuigs, 
lismdly at tiu* (Ioininission'.s Cohunbia oiHois hut souietinies at 
ono of the ninu institutions so as to observe c^>niputiT cU'vdop* 
nunits on thu si>ot. It regularly invites to its meetings the Director 
of the State Division of Computer Systems Management so as to 
nuuiniixe eollaboration and minimi/A' dupUeation of effort. Tlie 
Committee also regularly invites a representative of the South 
Carolina private colleges to provide liaison with that group. 

Deliberations of the Computer Advisory Connnittec have con** 
tributed sul>stautially to the etft?etive and ccononiieid use of com- 
puters at tlie colleges and universities. For example, the Connnittee 
ill its iMrly days recommended enlargement of the Medical Uni- 
versity's computer through acquisition of CU^nson equipment about 
to l)e repbced« thea»by elfecting substantial savings. Replacement 
witli a tmieh larger computet took placH3 in late 1973 and a further 
- expansion has bien under study in recent months by the Medical 
University and the Connnittee. During late 1971 and 1972 acquisi- 
tions of large computers by the University of South Carolina and 
Clemson University were studied and recommended. A more 
powerful computer was acquired by Clemson in early 1974 and a 
still larger computer was obtained by U.S.C. in late 1974. Winthrop, 
with Committee concurrence, has leased a small additional com- 
puter t)t iiding determination of bow best to provide for their 
growing academic computing needs. College of Charleston com- 
puting refiuirements are cnrnntly being served by the Medical 
University; expansion of this relationship through tenninals is 
under way. Tlie C'it.idel with Commission cncounigenient, lias 
replacf<l its l>vo small computers with tenninals starved by U.S.C. 
Meeting the future computing needs of Francis Marion and S. C. 
State College is under study. Lander College, with committee en- 
dorsement, is aci|uiring terminals to be connected to Clenison's 
large computer. 

Considerabit* progress toward a state higher education computer 
network has taken placv. Tlie Computer Advisory Committee has 
lieen and is tlie motivating force bringing this about.

In lint* with the 1974 CJcntTal AsHMnhly .s nunidatt'. tlii' Conunis^ 
Hums rvskw phuvil prinuir)' emphasis on apprnpiialiun rtHjuests 
as cuniputt tl by tonnula. An appropriation formula lias btu n under 
joint develojmit fif hy the eolleyes and universities and the Conunis* 
sion for approximately four years. The 1975-76 version (see Ap- 
pendix D ) was adopted unanimously by the ('onnnission on July 11, 
197 ». It is not considered to be a perfect instrument, and is admit- 
tedly Km rotis compari'd to fornuilas of otlier states. Nevertheless, it 
is the best that tlie comlnned eliorts of the Commission and the 
institutions eoidtl produce, and is anotlier major step in tlie direc- 
tion of increased objectivity and interinstitutional (*qulty. Last 
year an eminent national authority on fornutla budijetin;^ appraised 
tt favoraldy. Mor;.* recently, in a nationwide survey, it was one of 
only iWv state fonnulas whieli nu t seven out of eight criteria 
established by a dtstiuKuished panel. 

In making its 1975-76 appropriation rec*onuneudations to the 
Budtiet and Control Hoard and to the General Assembly* the 
Cofofuission adopted three principles: 

1. Hecomfuend that the basic steps of the formula (steps 1 
throunh 11) be fully funded. 

2. ru nnninenil for special fundimt only thos«* special requests 
clearly c*omini; w ithin the wordin;; and intent of steps 12 and 13. 

X I'ollowim; past practice, if the 1975-76 formula does not pro- 
vide funds equal to an institution's 1974-75 appropriation, 
reconuni tul the latter plus a 5% inflation factor. 
The I'otnmission also reccnnmended to the Budget and Control 
Boanl and to the C»tiu*ral Assembly that any necessary adjustment 
in the t«)tal amount recommended by the Commission l)e made 
pro rata to the extent practicable, with special emphasis being 
plaitnl on tlw amounts determined by the basic steps ( 1 through 
11 } of the fonnula. 

Amounts r(*(^nunu*nded by the (*omniission. determined as above 
fi>r all institutions except the Medical University (for which a 
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forraub has nut ycjt hevn Avwhiwd), art* bhuwti hvhw, along with 
the atiimtiits rc^qtiestec! hy the institutions and ihe corresponding;

LEGISLATION AFiECTlNC IIIGIII«:B EDUCATION^ 1974 

Act ^mvtvil by thu 1974 Ck*iiural Assetiibly and refi»rred to 
earlier in this report, rcfkcts a rialixation by the General Ai^senibly 
of tHie need to consolidate certain statewide postseeundsuy planning 
and administrative fiuictions under the Connnission on Hii^her 
Kdueatitin. Aet 12S7 transferrc*d to the Connnission responsibility 
for adnniiisterin« Titles L VI, and VII of tlie Federal Higher 
Education Act of 1963, as amended. 

Act 12SS. 1974 clarifies the aisreeinent under which South Caro* 
lina participates in tlte Southern ne^i;ioiud Education Compact, 
and authorizes the State to enter into a formal agreement to par- 
ticipate in the SUEH Common Market. 

Act fXW. 1974 ehangetl the name "Winthrop College (The Soi u 
C^arolina Colleg© for Wonu n)" to **Wint!irop College" and re* 
moved all restrictions on attendance by males. 

Act 920, 1974 provides for loans of up to S6200 annually for 
medical antl dental students which may be cancelled by service 
as physicians and ilentists in a county within South Carolina which 
has a physician to population ratio of not more than one to two 
thousand or a dentist to population ratio of not more than one to 
four thousand. Tlie prt>uram is administered by the State Depart- 
uu'ut of Ileahh and Environmental Control 

Act 1218, 1974 authorizt^s state*.sup|)orted colleges and universi- 
ties and technic^il institutions to permit South Carolina residents 
at li^ast si\ty-6ve years of at;e to attend classes on a space available 
biisis without payment of tuition. 

Act 1165. 1974 creates a Committee to Study Medical Care De- 
kvery to '*act as a contiiuiing liaison group to ki'cp the Legislative 
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aittl Ivvt'tiUivf lhutichy»> oi our Statf Covt>nitiieiit iiifurnicd on 
t>rob!eins of iiw diwil tare delivery." Ilio (.'oiniiiittee iiidudiJS four 
lai^iiilM^rs from thu SinuiU\ four from the House of IWpruscDtutives, 
and four uppointi'd by t\w Governor.
